Grxtoxues or Tue Graxd Susy :—You are 
summoned to attend this term of eur Court, to 
act asi @ body of General Inquest in and for this 
County. It is your province, gentlemen, and by 
the solemn oath each one of you has taken upon 
himself on this occasion, it is wade your impera- 
tive dutys"to diligen}ly inquire into @very viola- 
tion of the criminal laws of this State, which bas 
been committed or is triable :within your gounts, | 
of which any of you has personal’ Knowl-dge, or 
of whith you, as @ ‘tods, can obtain legal evi-, 
dence, and in every instance, without fear, favor 
or affection, to find a true bill against the viola- 
tors, whenever, in your judgment there is suffi- 
cient evidence to warrant a conviction in the 
case ; for without a sufficiency of evidence, which, 
unexplained, would warrant a conviction, it would 
be neither just nor wise to put the accused to tlie 
trouble of defending an indictment, or the county 
to the expense of prosecuting it. See Hittell’s 
Digest, from Art, 1796 to 1799 inclusive. Your 
delibeiations are secret, and every member of the 
Grand Jury shall keep secret whatever he him 
self or any other Grand Juror may have said, or 
in what manner be or any other Grand Juror 
may have voted on a matter before them. See 
Art. 1804, Digest. 

For the powers and duties of a Grand Jury, see 
Hittell’s Digest, from Art. 1792 to, Art, 1844, 
both inclusive.

Malteas- 
ance is defined to be ‘the unjust performance of 
sonie act which the party had no right to do or 
misfeasunce, ‘the performance of au act which 
might lawfully be dune, in improper manner, by 
which another receives injury,” and nonfeasance 
lis “tthe non-performance of some act which 
ought to be performed. Whena legislative act 
requires a person to do a thiag, its non-perform 
ance is termed nonfeasance, and wi!l subject the
